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THE EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL SOCIETY 
OF BRITISH ARTISTS. 


Average of the Works Below Mediocrity— | 
Claude Monet’s ‘“‘Harmonies in Colors” 
President Whistier’s Alleged Water 
Color Examples—A Crank’s Exhibits of 
Nude Paintings. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

Lonpon, December 7.—The Royal Society of 
British Artists has its quarters in Suffolk 
street, just out of Pall Mall. Hast. This ec- 
centric organization has for its President Mr. 
Whistler. Thesociety is supposed to repre- 
sent the Impressionists’ School of British Art, 
and it is directly opposed to the Royal Acad- 
emy. It has received the special patronage 
and approval of royalty. It was on account 
of this patronage that Mr. Whistler sought the 
other day to introduce a new rule into the 80 · 
clety that no member of this organiza- 
tion should belong to any other art 
society in London. Of course this flunkey 
proposition failed. There has been so much 
uproar over the work of the Impressionists 
that naturally the public curiosity has been 
directed to their exhibitions. I walked 
through their rooms yesterday and examined 
carefully the work of this ambitious and very 
much advertised association. The average of 
the work exhibited is far below mediocrity. 
Witb one or two exeeptions there is not a pic- 
ture in the gallery that is entitled to 
be oonsidered first-class work. The 
water-color pictures are the best. In the 
department of cil paintings, however, there 
are some actual curiosities in the way of paint- 
ing. Great prominence is given in this de- 
partment to a series of landscapes by 
Claude Monet. The landscapes are 
ealled “harmonies in color. More 
startling masses of crude raw color 
were never put together on any canvas for 
public exhibition. The basis of nearly all of 
his pictures is a raw, permanent blue purple, 
which is mixed with the grossest greens and 
furious reds. There is not the slightest 
attempt to blend the colors in any way or to 
harmonize the lines where they join. His 
pictures are simply rude patches of raw and 
rude coloring. The prices of these pictures 
range from £800 to £400. It does not seem 
possible that there is any one so ignorant con- 
cerning pictures as to give a place to these 
examples of ignorance and impudence in any 
house. 

MR. WHISTLER’S CONTRIBUTIONS. 

But the funniest part of the exhibition is 
contributed by Mr. Whistler himself. Heisa 
good draughtsman and has demonstrated his 
ability as an artist over and over again. As 
an etcher he occupies a place in the front rank 
of modern workmen, But this year I thing 
that he had determined, through some eccen- 
tric freak of his mind,to playa joke on the 
British public. He has contributed five water 
color examples to the exhibition. Four of 
them are not over six inches long, by four 
inches wide. Indeed, itis with difficulty that 
the visitors who come tothis society on ac- 
count of Mr. Whistler can find his pict- 
ures. It the grossest flattery 
to call these little colored 
wisps of paper pictures. The 


first two in the room devoted to water colors 
have very ambitious titles. One is called 
Gray and Silver. This is a study of the 
docks at comma nen. The picture consists 
of nothing more than afeeble wash of gray, 
brought down in a straggling, scanty manner 
to a purplish black line. This line is a dark 
wriggle, with a suggestion in two places of 
posts. Syn dang this line isafeeble wash 
of yellow, and on it three daubs of a sharp- 
ointed brush, designating human figures. If 
r. Whistler was over one minute and a quar- 
ter in discoloring this piece of paper, which is 
framed and for which the. modest sum of £68 
is asked, he must have been very wea The 
meres tyro in water-color articles could repro- 
duce this picture without the slightest diff 
culty. His next pictureis entitled Blue and Su- 
ver at. Portsmouth. It is a repetition to a cer- 
tain extent of the firstscrapI have described. 
There are three little — — with the 
game two or three daubs for suggestions of 
human figures. A slight wash of biue and 
gray gives the picture the character of its 
title; £63 fs asked for this. His third picture, 
‘‘a GRAY Nor, 
is in ofl and is simply s study fora picture. It 
represents four or five female figures, the 
drawing of which is simply indicatedin the 
feeblest possible way. Back of them are biue 
and gray streaks. But the coloring in no 
case — thick enough to “hide the 
canvas. Mr. Whistler apparently did 
not have courage to name any 
price for this piece of canvas. It has no more 
value than would a piece of canvas if he had 
simply fallenon it in walking throngh his 
studio and in the fall spilled color on tue 
cunvas in question. Mr. Whistler’s fourth 
effort is a dainty little water-color, thoroughly 
well done. It represents a fete on the sands 
at Ostend. The picture is called ‘‘A 
Note; there is a dark mass in the center, 
e a crowd standing on a stretch of 
bright yellow sand. In line with the crowd is 
the dark-blue of the sea, and above it a gray- 
blue of cloud and horizon. Over the heads 
of the dark mass of people are three flags, one 
red, one blue and the other black, red and 
ellow. The red note is supposed to be 
n the flags. It is a ve simple little 
water color. It is the only example of 
Mr. Whistier’s work in this exhibition which 
shows the slightest attention or care with the 
exception of his etches. But the picture is 
small and trivial and at the best is a mere 
ordinary sketch, so that the price of £126 
asked for it makes the ‘‘Red Note’’ really 
appear ridiculous. His exhibition of etchings 
in the gallery is small, but still shows that his 
best qualities are in these latter days exhibited 
in this class of work. 
There is in this collection an occasional 
icture which should be classed among the 
reaks of art. There is an artist MA to 
this most royal society whose name is Wm. 
Stott of Oldham. Mr. Stott is a resident of 
the village of Oldham, England, or he 
lives in a house called Oldham, 
He occasions great amusement, even in the 
sober London papers by hie always signing 
his pictures ‘‘Wm.

Thesenior member of the of A. J. 
Juilliard & Co. commented on the abeyance 
of any representatives of foreign 
houses. He said the tariff of 1888 was 
designed to afford a sufficient protection, but 
the manufacturers were a aware that 
they had been steadil losing ground, 
while the importation of foreign 
goods had increased in the most 
alarming manner. A conspicuous example of 
the inequalities of the tariff is found in the 
discrimination in the rates of duty imposed 
upon woolen and Worsted eloths. In some 
cases the duty onthe wool used in making 
worsted cloths exceeds the duy imposed on 
the finished article. There is much reason to 
believe that the manufacturers of worsted 
cloths must soon cease in this country 
unless the tariff laws in this re- 
gard is amended. The loss in rev- 
enue through the frauds and devices of the 
foreign manufacturers is small to the Gov- 
ernment, but any system of deceit that, in 
practical effect, reduces the duties on worsted 
and woolens 20 or even 10 per cent below 
the rate contemplated by the tariff laws, isa 
most serious matter to the manufacturers;

BRIGHT ALASKAN GIRLS. 


Five of Them Being Educated at North- 
fleld, Mass.—A Mérry Reunion. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

NEW YORK, December 21. — Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson, the well-known missionary and 
author of a book on Alaska, arrived in this 
city Monday with five young girls, natives of 
Alaska, who are to be educated as teachers in 
Northfield, Mass. He also broughttwo boys, 
who are to be placed in the industrial school 


at Carlisle, Pa. The éntire expenses of the 
girls and their education is borne by Mrs. 
Elliott F. Shepard, and yesterday the entire 
arty went to her residence on Fifth Avenue. 
he gicle’ names are Olga Hilton, age 15 years, 
a Russian creole; Minnie Slotter, age 12; 
Flora Campbell, all half breeds. 
Blanche Lewis, full blooded. 
The girls had never seen any of the adjunct? 
of civilization, and the interior of Mrs. Shep- 
ard’s house was a revelation to them. She 
received them kindly and in a little while had 
them all about her. All except Olga Hilton 
„ to the Thingets, a class of peopie who 
are lighter than the Indian of Alaska and 
quite extinct. They sang some of the hymns 
which had been translated for them into their 
native tongue, and when they left she sent 
them to the Stephens Hotel, where they are 
stopping, in her carrtage, and on their arrival 
they found their room loaded with Christmas 
presents which this charitable lady had 
sent there during their absence. It was 
a revelation to the girls born in Alaska, 
and differed very much from the other 
Onristmas days of their past. The only other 
irl from Alaska in the country is Fanny 
dwards, whohas been for a year at school in 
New Jersey. She came over lastnight to meet 
the others from her old home and a merry 
time they had. They all speak English very 
well and are bright and intelligent. They are 
all dark except the little Russian creole, who 
is a perfect blonde, and have remarkably small 
and well-shaped hands and feet. They have 
been for some time inmates of the school in 
Sitka, and most of them come voluntarily to 
the school to escape the degrading influences 
of their homes. ad they remained with their 
mothers they would ere this have been sold to 
some miner. As soon as they enter the school 
they are all given new names. Dr. Jackson 
isthe United States General Agent of Educa- 
tion in Alaska, and he reports that all of the 
schools are in a flourishing condition, and 
n increasing in number and member - 
ship. Rev. Mr. Duncan, whose troubies with 
the authorities of British Columbia made it 
necessary for him to move, is now comfortably 
settled in AlasKa, the entire population of 
Metiokatia, numbering 890 people, going with 
him. The girls will go to Northfield on Thurs- 
day, and will remain there for four years. 
They will then return to Alaska as teachers. 
Dr. Sheldon will remain in the United States 
during the winter, and on January 80 will de- 
liver a lecture on Alaska in the lecture-room

Not unexpectedly, the German question 
came up for consideration at the meeting of 
the Teachers’ Committee of the Public School 
Board last evening. President Judson was 
present at the meeting of the Board and he 
called attention to the necessity for 
immediate action on the question of ways. 
and means. The estimate for outlay during 
the years 1887-’88, he said, exceeded the sup- 
ply.and made it necessary that some action 
should be taken at the next meeting of the 
Board looking to retrenchment for the second 
half of the scholastic year. The first half of 
the year ended January 29, and prior to that 
time there would be only one more meeting of 
the Board. It was necessary, therefore, 
that the committee should take prompt 
action and bb prepared when the Board 
should hold its meeting to present 
a plan of action for the future, 

At the request of several members of the 
Board, Mr. Judson explained the duties of the 
German-English teachers. He stated that the 
estimate for German teaching in the schools 
exceeded the appropriation, and that some 
action on this matter was necessary. 

Superintendent Long, who was present, was 
asked a number of questions concerning the 
teachers employed in the German course. He 


stated that there were ninety-eight spe- 


cial German teachers and eighty-one 
German-English teachers. The only 
plan of retrenchment he could 
suggest would be to cut down the force of 


special German teachers. Many of them could 
be used in the English branches. 
: GERMAN MUST GO. 

During the intefrogation of Mr. Long, Mr. 
Kelly announced his belief that the discussio 
in progress was valueless, asthe peopie had 
decreed that German must go. 

President Judson offered a resolution oalling 
on the Superintendent to repare an 
estimate for a reduction o expenses 

a sum within the appropriation 
while continuing instruction in German in 
some of the branches for the remainder of the 
— This resolution was not radical enough 
or some of the anti-German members of t 
Board, however. They wanted German abol- 
ished right away. Mr. Kelly and Mr. Hogan 
both o ted to the resolution. Mr. Bauer 
advised conservative action, but the commis- 
tee evidently feared there was something 
behind the Judson resolution for — 
voted it down. When Mr. Judson endeavore 
to obtain a reconsideratign of the meen, 
which was really a simpie uest for inform- 
ation, the opposition was still so strong that it 
was finally withdrawn. Mr. Hogan had a 
strong anti-German resolution prepared, but 
in executive session the other members of the 
committee persuaded him that it was not 
altogether within the province of the Teach- 
ers’ Committee to pass anti- resolu- 
tions, and he did not offer it. The com- 
mittee adjourned without any decided ac- 
tion. There will be two more meetings of 
the committee before the Board meets. At 
one of these meetings a plan for cutting down 
the force of German teachers will be adopted. 
Meantime Superintendent Long is prepar ng & 
pian, according to which German can be 
abolished in some of the grades and retained 
in others for the rest of the scholastic year, 
and the expense reduced to the limit of the 
appropriation for the year

HE ASKS TIME 


TO EXPLAIN WHY NO WATOH WAS KEPT ON 
THE GAS COMPANY. 


Mayor Francis Says He Will Approve of the 
Bill Calling for an Election to Levy a 
Special Tax for &S&treet-Sprinkling—The 
Water-Gas Inquiry—A Sad Case Called 
to the Attention of the Authorities—Mu- 
nicipal Matters. 


Gas Expert F. J. Caldwell called on Mayor 
Francis to-day to ask His Honor to suspend 
judgment on his nomination for the Gas In- 
spectorship.

To-day the local option movement in St.

From now on ‘‘wet’’ 
and dry“ will be as frequent words as Re- 
publican and Democrat, and the sound 
of the hurrying feet of those 
who will try to beat the bull to the fence of 
neutrality, where political hopes neither 
wither nor decay, will be heard from the 
river to Forest Park, and from Bissell’s Point 
to the southern end of Carondelet.
